COMMENTS  ON  VIT/A ■  STATISTICS 


In  1955,  306  children  were  born  compared  with  293  children  in  1954 
and  ^09  in  1953* 

0  stillbirths  were  recorded  in  1955,  the  same  as  in  1954. 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  11.22  per  1,000  estimated  home  population. 

By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.20,  the  standardised  birth  rate 
was  13.46. 


DEATHS 


292  persons  died  in  1955  compared  with  266  in  1954  and  27 6  in  1953. 

Of  the  292,  155  men  and  137  women.  106  of  these  were  over  the  age  of 
70  years. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  12.65  per  1,000  estimated  home  population. 

By  applying  the  comparability  factor  of  0.74,  the  standardised  death  rate 
was  9*36  and  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  11,7  for  England  and  Hales. 


SECTION  B 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  Service  of  the  District  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Dorset  County  Council,  operating  from  the  Civic 
Centre,  Wimborne,  and  from  Perndown.  A  day  and  night  service  is 
maintained. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY. 

The  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Dorchester  and 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Boscombe  have  given  the  district

very  generous  service.  They  undertake  the  examination  of  specimens 
for  the  diagnosis  of  cases,  or  suspected  carriers  of  any  infectious 
disease,  and  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice 
cream  etc.  .

The  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  Infant  Welfare 
Centre  once  a  week  in  Wimborne,  Twice  a  month  in  Perndown  and  Verwood, 
and  once  a  nionth  in  Sixpenny  Handley.

The  Dorset  County  Council  provide  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
twice  a  month  in  Wimborne.

SECTION  C 
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WATER 


The  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company  and  the 
Borough  of  Poole  Water  Undertaking  are  the  Statutory  V/ater  Under¬ 
takers  for  the  parishes  of  Colehill,  Hampreston,  West  Parley, 
part  of  Pamphill,  Corfe  Mullen,  Shapwick  and  Sturminster  Marshall. 

All  developed  parts  of  these  various  parishes  have  a 
satisfactory  water  supply  except  Sturminster  Marshall  and  Shapwick, 
parts  of  which  are  at  present  supplied  from  temporary  sources  pending 
the  completion  of  the  Borough  of  Poole’s  new  works  in  the  parishes. 

The  Rural  District  Council  is  responsible  for  the  remainder 
of  the  district,  and  piped  supplies  are  available  in  Alderholt, 
Chalbury,  Cranborne,  Edmondsham,  Gussage  St.  Michael,  Hinton  Martell, 
Holt,  Horton,  Long  Crichel,  Moor  Crichel,  Sixpenny  Handley,  Verwood, 
Wimborne  St.  Giles,  Vitchampton  and  Woodlands. 

-Chase  Farm  Reservoir  and  Woodcutts  Booster  Station  were  in 
operation  in  September,  providing  an  adequate  supply  to  Sixpenny 
Handley.  A  contract  for  main  laying  to  ’’'ent ridge,  via  Woodyatos, 
has  been  approved,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed  during  the  latter 
half  of  1956. 

Main  laying  was  completed  at  Wimbornc  St.  Giles,  and  a 
connection  made  to  the  existing  mains  supplying  Cranborne,  Edmondsham 
and  Alderholt  -  the  Cranborne  borehole  and  pumping  equipment  will 
be  maintained  for  use  in  emergency.  Additional  mains  wore  laid  in  the 
Parishes  of  Holt,  and  Hinton  Martell  and  a  large  proportion  of  these 
scattered  parishes,  including  the  village  of  Hinton  Martell  have  a 
piped  supply.  Ministry  approval  was  received  in  September  for  a 
further  mains  extensions  in  the  Parish  of  Holt  which  will  take  a 
piped  supply  to  the  Holt  Wood,  Higher  and  Lower  Row,  and  God's 
Blessing  Green  areas.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  bo 
completed  during  the  last  quarter  of  1956. 

The  supply  to  Verwood  was  improved  after  being  connected 
to  the  Stanbridge  source,  via  Chalbury  Reservoir,  but  some 
properties  sited  on  the  higher  ground  are  not  receiving  an  adequate 
supply:  efforts  are  being  made  to  ovcrc-mc  this  by  seeking 

approval  to  the  laying  of  a  link  main  from  Edmondsham  to  Verwood. 

The  majority  of  the  dwelling-houses  supplied  have  an 
internal  supply,  but  some  properties,  previously  supplied  from 
private  sources,  particularly  in  the  parishes  of  Crichel,  Vitchampton 
and  Hinton  Martell,  have  standpipes  in  the  gardens.  These 
properties  are  gradually  being  provided  with  indoor  facilities. 

The  same  conditions  apply  to  a  few  scattered  properties  in  many 
of  the  other  villages  now  enjoying  for  the  first  time  an  adequate 
piped  supply  of  water. 

It  is  estimated  that  6,300  persons  wero  occupying  1947 
dwelling-houses  connected  to  tho  Council’s  mains  at  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review.

DRAINAGE 

1,  Building  development  along  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district  has 
continued  unabated  in  spite  of  the  lack  of  main  drainage.  Although  the  Local 
Planning  Authority  has- endeavoured  to  prevent  the  use  of  sites  in  low-lying  * 
wet  areas,  the  of! orts  have  received  no  support  from  the  Ministery  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  when  cases  have  been  taken  to  appeal. 

To  allow  the  use  of  such  land,  against  the  views  of  local  opinion,  and  express  the 
view  that  if  necessary  the  Council  can  always  use  its  powers  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  would  appear  to  be  in  direct  opnostion  to  the  old  saying  that  "prevention  is 
better  than  cure".

2.  At  Cranborne  during  the  year,  six  more  -connections  to  the  sewers -have  been--  -  - 
made,  unfortunately  a  number  of  properties  remain  without  main  drainage. 

At  present  the  advent  of  a  piped  water  supply  to  Sixpenny  Handley  has  not 
produced  any  major  difficulties,  but  the  owners  of  properties  have  been  * 
reluctant  to  proceed  with  improvement  schemes  until  sewerage  facilities  become 
available. 


REFUSE  COLLECT  IOf 

The  delivery  of  an  additional  vehicle  in  July  has  assisted,  in  keeping  pace 
with  the  increased  numbers  of  new  properties  needing  this  service.  In  the  near 
future,  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce  the  intervals  between 
collections.  It  is  felt  a  fortnightly  collection  is  necessary  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  district.  This  will  need  an  increase  of  staff. 

C  LEAHS  BIG  SERVICE 


During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  improve  this  service. 

Unfortunately,  delays  in  executing  orders  have  occurred  due  to  members 
of  the  staff  being  ill  or  on  holiday.

The  number  of  licensed  sites  in  the  area  is  six,  covering 
228  caravans. 

00  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  to  occupiers  of 
individual  structures. 

From  time  to  time  the  Council’s  Inspectors  have  had  to  take 
action  in  dealing  with  the  unauthorised  use  of  land  for  sites. 

This  Council  is  fortunate  in  receiving  the  fullest  co-operation 
from  the  licenced  site  owners  in  the  district,  who  have  always  shown 
themselves  most  willing  to  co-operate  and  take  any  steps  necessary  to 
secure  a  high  standard  in  the  residential  sites.

SECTION  E  -  HODS  PIG 
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Improvement  Grants. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Department  has  been  kept  busy 
dealing  with  applications  for  Improvement  Grants.  :Thc  total 
expenditure  ap. roved  amounted  to  €4u,uG0,  the  Council’s  contribution  to 
this  sum  being  €24,  440.  The  number  of  dwellings  improved  were  96, 
giving  an  average  cost  (of  improvements)  per  house  of  ,€540.10.0. 


The  preliminary  survey  for  the  preparation  of  the  Council's 
re-housing  scheme  was  completed  in  September,  1955,  accepted  and  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Minister  has  asked 
that  the  tine  required  be  reduced,  viz.  15  to  10  years.  The  officers 
concerned  arc  working  to  this  end,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this 
work  is  far  from. straightforward  and  although  each  month  numbers  of 
properties  appear  to  be  dealt  with  on  the  Agenda,  the  process  of 
negotiating  and  making  the  final  decision  in  each  case,  is  more  often 
than  not,  long  drawn  out.  The  result  is  that  the  Department  has  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  pending  and  awaiting  final  settlement,  and 
this  position  is  likely  to  become  worse  over  the  next  few  years.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  animals  killed  has  shown  a  considerable  reduction 
during  1955,  and  one  of  the  Inspectors  has  spent  a  considerable  time  assisting  in 
general  duties  under  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Broadly  speaking  the  quality  of  stock  killed  in  the 
Abattoir  and  the  one  private'' slaughterhouse  has  been  good.  Pull  inspection  of 
every  carcass  is  carried  out  in  each  ease. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  passing  of  the  now  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  no  time  will  be  lost  in  making  ater-tight  regulations  to  control  the 
disposal  of  all  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  so  as  to  ensure  that  it  is 
sterile  before  being  passed  to  the  Public  for  animal  feeding
